Tho Arendtsville vocational school 
is the result of a gradual evolution 
of thought educationally, and a de­ 
sire of Ute 
citizens 
of the com­ 
munity for the best type of school 
that can be had for their children, 
In 1884 Arendtsville became an 
independent school district after a 
bitter struggle between the friends 
of education and those who opposed 
it. A two-story brick school house 
was built, which, at the time, was 
a vast improvement over the av­ 
erage school house. This building 
sufficed until the school spirit of the 
community demanded a high school. 
The first attempt to organize a high 
school was made during the year 
1908, when Mrs. Walter Mess was i 
teacher, but because of the opposi­ 
tion of the county superintendent 
the proposition was dropped until 
1911, when Chapels Raffensperger 
and George Rice, with the able as­ 
sistance of Ira Lady, secured a large 
number of signatures to a petition 
asking the board of school directors 
to establish a high school in the 
borough of Arendtsville. The board 
unanimously decided to establish a 
two-year high school with a term 
of eight months. Roy D. Knouse 
was elected teacher of the new high 
school and provision was made to 
accommodate the enlarged educa­ 
tional program. The board of di-
